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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presently presented are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding the argument that "it is clear from a careful study of Banna! that those portions of Bannai discuss icon images and original 
images which have already been decoded." 

Examiner disagrees. Bannai explicitly states in Col. 18 lines 13-24 that the contents of the storage unit, 421-1, consists of encoded data 
pair of an icon image and an original image which are transmitted to the display device (or printer) and decoded independently. Col. 7 
lines 64-68 explains that low resolution encoded image data received from another terminal are held and decoding occurs just before 
printing the image on the printing device but subsequent to receiving the transmitted image data. Therefore, Examiner maintains previous 
grounds of rejection as set forth in the Final Office Action dated 9 December 2009. 
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
